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GASOLINE  PRICE  FIXING 


Premier  Pattullo  and  his  Government  have 
raised  a  new  issue  in  an  attempt  to  prove  that 
the  regulations  of  a  fuel  control  board  are  su- 
perior to  an  injunction  granted  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  British  Columbia.  In  essence  the  issue 
is  that  the  authority  of  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment can  interfere  with  that  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  which  Is  a  Federal  creation  and  a  part  of 
the  structure  of  law,  order  and  Justice.  By  grant- 
ing an  injunction  the  Supreme  Court  stayed  the 
going  into  effect  of  reduced  gasoline  prices  as  or- 
dered by  the  Provincial  Government.  The  reply 
of  the  Premier  to  the  injunction  is  that  the  Act, 
under  which  reduced  gasoline  prices  are  decreed, 
"provides  a  penalty  up  to  $5,000  for  breach  of  Its 
provisions,  and  as  the  Government  believes  the 
Act  to  be  valid,  it  is  only  fair  to  warn  the  public 
that  prosecutions  will  follow  any  Infringements 
of  the  same." 

Why  warn  the  public?  The  public  Is  not  sell- 
ing gasoline;  they  are  the  people  buying  it.  There 
is  no  penalty  to  which  the  public  is  liable  no  mat- 
ter what  people  pay  for  their  gasoline.  The  warn- 
ing is  to  the  retailers  of  oil,  or  should  be.  As  the 
Attorney-General  apparently  interprets  the  situ- 
ation It  is  to  the  oil  companies  operating  in  Brit- 
ish Columbia  that  the  Supreme  Court  has  granted 
a  temporary  inj unction  and  not  to  the  retailers 
of  oil.  That  Is,  of  course,  a  fine  point,  but  one 
which  can  only  be  determined  by  the  Court.  Mr. 
Pattullo,  presumably  speaking  for  his  Attorney- 
General  who  must  be  his  adviser  in  a  case  like 
this,  believes  that  because  the  price-fixing  order 
was  issued  prior  to  the  injunction  being  granted 
against  it,  it  can  be  enforced  as  decided  upon  by 
the  Government.  This  is  a  jejune  argument  in- 
asmuch as  if  there  had  been  no  price-fixing  order 
there  would  have  been  no  injunction. 

As  forecast  the  taxpayers  of  British  Columbia 
are  launched  on  a  new  sea  of  litigation,  and  the 
probability  is  that  what,  if  anything,  they  will 
ever  gain  through  reduced  gasoline  prices  will 
have  to  be  expended  on  a  long  drawn-out  legal 
argument.  The  Government  does  not  know  that 
the  action  it  has  taken  is  intra  vires.  It  may  be* 
lieve  so,  but  belief  is  not  good  enough;  the  mat- 
ter will  have  to  be  determined  finally  by  the 
courts.  Private  Individuals  have  to  await  such 
findings  as  they  go  about  their  lawful  occasions. 
A  Government  should  be  prepared  to  exercise  a 
patience  that  must  be  shown  by  an  Individual. 

THE  PEACE  OF  El'KOPE 


SPACE 

Sir  James  Jeans,  the  noted  astronomer,  has 
been  discussing  the  depths  of  space  in  his  Lorl- 
mer  lecture.  His  conclusion  is  that  it  is  still  open 
to  question  "whether  space  is  finite  or  infinite, 
whether  it  is  curved  or  flat,  whether  the  so-called 
constants  of  nature  change  In  value  or  stand 
still— If,  indeed,  any  of  these  questions  have  any 
meaning."  There  is  a  feast  of  hypotheses  of- 
fered to  choice,  but  all  are  guesswork.  Sir  James 
says  that  the  increasing  power  of  telescopes 
makes  the  history  of  astronomy  a  history  of  re- 
ceding horizons.  The  light  by  which  some  of  the 
stars  now  visible  are  seen  "started  on  its  Journey 
before  the  foundation  of  Rome,  before  the  siege 
of  Troy."  The  visible  sphere  is  only  a  drop  in 
the  great  ocean  of  space.  What  is  known  of  the 
heavens  gives  It  a  diameter  of  something  like 
200,000  light-years.  The  farthest  stars  are  per- 
haps 130,000  light-years  away  from  earth.  Ac- 
cording to  Sir  James,  "the  faintest  nebulae  which 
can  be  observed  photographically  in  the  100-inch 
telescope  at  Mount  Wilson  Observatory  prove 
they  are  about  500.000,000  light-years  distant." 

To  give  some  idea  of  the  Immensity  of  space  Sir 
James  suggests  a  model  on  the  scale  of  1,000,000 
light-years  to  the  inch.  In  this  all  the  stars  vis- 
ible to  the  unaided  eye  would  be  contained  In  a 
sphere  less  than  one-hundredth  of  an  inch  in 
diameter— a  mere  speck  of  dust.   The  telescopic 

diameter.  The  intrinsic  evidences  of  the  masses 
and  constitution  of  the  stars,  as  well  as  their  mo- 
tion, "suggest  that  they  must  be  millions  of  mil- 
lions of  years  old."  Sir  James,  therefore,  says 
that  speculations  as  to  whether  space  Is  finite  or 
infinite  may  not  have  any  meaning.  The  as- 
tronomers continue  to  have  the  explorer's  thrill 
as  they  ever  venture  into  new  territory." 


PROHIBITIVE  AIR  POSTAGE 


No  summary  of  the  outlook  for  European  peace, 
following  the  Munich  settlement.  Is  more  succlnt 
than  that  outlined  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Spender  In  The 
Yorkshire  Observer.  After  pointing  out  that  It 
is  too  late  to  hold  Germany  down  by  force  he  says 
that  It  may  not  be  too  late  to  live  in  peace  with 
her.  and  nothing  can  be  lost  by  trying.  Then  he 
gives  his  endorsement  of  Mr.  Chamberlain's  pol- 
icy at  Munich  and  Indicates  to  what  it  should 
lead.   We  quote: 

"A  combination  of  Powers,  of  which  Germany 
is  one.  is  essential  to  keep  the  peace.  Through 
that  we  may  eventually  come  back  to  'collective 
security';  if  it  is  Impossible  we  shall  pass  from 
crisis  to  crisis.  So  Mr.  Chamberlain  must  have 
our  good  will  in  going  ahead  on  this  line.  Olven 
a  friendly  Germany,  we  may  bury  and  forget  all 
the  threatenlngs  and  slaughter  of  the  last  phases 
of  Nazi  Oermany  and  treat  them  as  relics  of  a 
dead  past.  Olven  an  unfriendly  Germany  they 
will  remain  like  unexploded  shells  In  our  back- 
gardens.  For  the  moment  we  must  take  for 
granted  what  he  have  to  prove,  but  that  Is  an 
accepted  scientific  method,  and  a  useful  diplo- 
matic one.  Yet  I  think  wc  have  some  grounds 
for  encouragement.  Chief  among  them  is  the 
universal  testimony  that  the  German  people  de- 
sire peace.  Herr  Hitler's  hold  over  them  has  been 
largely  won  by  his  success  In  throwing  off  the 
shackles,  and  -as  they  thlnk-the  Injustices  of 
Versailles,  without  war.  If  they  can  be 
brought  to  believe  that  they  will  obtain  Justice 
and  peace.  It  is  unlikely  that  it  will  ever  be  re- 
stored to  Its  place  as  a  national  industry'  in  Ger- 
many. There  Is  too  much  knowledge  of  what 
modern  war  means  to  encourage  a  revival  of  this 
old  militarism.  We  may  mistrust  Herr  Hitler,  but 
he  has  so  far  been  a  shrewd  Judge  of  his  people, 
and  If  this  Is  their  feeling  he  is  not  likely  to  flout 
it.  But  all  the  dictators  and  all  the  Governments 
mult  by  this  time  have  felt  the  great  uprush  of 
peace  feeling  all  through  the  world  last  week  A 
firm  British  lead  to  give  It  practical  expression 
before  it  cools  is  now  what  Is  most  needed." 


A  point  in  Canada's  air  services  has  not  yet 
been  reached  where  newspapers  can  be  sent  to 
subscribers  living  in  outposts.  The  Toronto 
Star  says  that  It  has  several  readers  In  Aklavik, 
but  that  if  it  sent  them  their  papers  by  air  it 
would  cost  $427  a  year  in  postage  for  each  sub- 
scriber. Between  Toronto  and  Red  Lake  in  On- 
tario the  postage  rate  is  12  cents  per  pound  by 
air.  The  rate  rises  according  to  distance.  From 
Toronto  to  Fort  Vermilion,  Alberta,  it  is  15  cents 
a  pound,  70  cents  to  Yellowknlfe,  N.W.T.,  and 
$1  40  a  pound  to  Aklavik.  The  Star  says  that 
"publishers  of  newspapers  and  magazines  who 
have  hitherto  been  paying  4  cents  per  pound  for 
air  transportation  of  their  publications  to  outly- 
ing points  (mostly  unserved  by  a  land  mail)  have 
had  to  cancel  subscriptions  and  make  adjust- 
ments with  their  subscribers  accordingly  .  .  . 
The  rates  are  prohibitive  ...  Yet  the  Post 
Office  department  points  out  that  they  constitute 
the  transmission  cost  by  air  only,  and  Include 
nothing  to  pay  for  the  cost  of  land  transportation 
to  the  point  of  transfer  to  a  mail  plane  .  .  . 
It  does  seem  a  matter  of  regret  that  men  and 
women  living  in  the  outposts  of  population 
should  lack  the  reading  matter  which  means  so 
much  to  their  lonely  lives.  The  loss  to  publishers 
may  be  Immaterial;  to  these  readers  it  is  serious. 


Palestinian  reports  told  recently  of 
rioting  on  the  steps  of  the  Masque 
of  Omar,  which  standa  like  an  ex- 
aggerates pimple  on  one  small 
corner  of  the  great  square  of 
Solomon  In  the  City  of  Jerusalem. 
There  is  probably  no  place  on  the 
face  of  the  earth  that  has  aeen 
more  rioting  In  the  last  3,000  years 
than  the  Holy  City  itself,  where  the 
warring  faiths  of  mankind  have 
thrown  down  the  temples  of  their 
predecessors,  and  erected  their  own, 
only  to  give  way  before  the  next 
wave  of  embittered  conquest.  For 
more  than  thirty  centuries  men 
have  raced  across  the  great  flagged 
square  at  the  lower  edge  of  the  old 
city,  where  once  Is  supposed  to 
have  stood  the  Temple  of  Solomon, 
and  fought  there  with  their  fellows, 
as  civilization  succeeded  civilization, 
The  green  and  gold  lizards,  with 
their  homes  under  the  great  flags, 
could  tell  you  that  there  is  nothing 
new  about  riots  in  that  place.  And, 
if  you  want  it  as  a  prophecy,  it  will 
be  given  to  no  one  faith  to  hold  the 
place  which  is  sacred  to  many 
faiths,  and  which,  in  one  sense,  was 
the  cradle  of  civilization  itself.

If,  tourist-wise  or  otherwise,  you 
have  once  trod  the  great  square 
of  Solomon,  long-ago  King  of 
Israel,  you* will  have  no  difficulty  In 
recalling  the  scene.  Indeed,  you 
may  have  wondered,  as  many  have 
wondered,  what  manner  of  building 
stood  on  so  huge  and  substantial 
a  base  in  the  golden  age  of  wisdom, 
3.000  years  ago.  By  contrast,  the 
Dome  in  the  Rock,  or  the  Mosque 
of  Omar  as  it  is  called,  looks  like 
a  porters  lodge  at  the  gate,  although 
It  Is  a  large  and  magnificently 
ornamented  temple  in  itself.  But 
the  Temple  of  Solomon,  If  It 
covered  even  one-third  of  the  great 
flagged  square,  must  have  been 
many  times  larger,  and  huge  beyond 
belief,  even  in  these  days  of  public 
extravagance.

It  is  worth  while  to  walk,  if  you 
have  not  already  done  so,  past  the 
garish  new  town  on  the  ridge,  down 
through  the  narrow  streets  of  the 
old  city,  now  half  underground,  and 
cut  In  part  from  the  living  rock. 
The  hot  breath  of  humanity  pours 
up  at  you  out  of  the  narrow,  hand- 
carved  gorge*  between  high  walls 
Of  rock,  with  broken  flags  under 
foot,  as 'the  way  dips  sharply  down 
into  the  old  city  inside  the  walls  of 
Constantine.  The  decline  becomes 
steeper,  as  arch  af  >r  arch,  cut  out 
of  the  living  rock,  form  the  portals 
to  strange  and  more  colorful  vistas; 
while  overhead  the  rock  closes  in, 
leaving  here  and  there  a  patch  of 
blue  sky  and  the  hot  glare  of  the 
naked  sun.  As  you  turn  down  the 
main  paths,  with  their  plodding 
camels,  their  pannlercd  Asyrlan 
donkeys,  and  the  press  of  teeming, 
polyglot  humanity  In  Its  colored 
robes  and  colored  rags,  you  come 
suddenly,  on  the  bazaars  of  the  old 
city,  unchanged  in  many  a  century

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TERMINOLOGICAL  CONFUSION 

It  is  the  privilege,  responsibility  and  duty  of  the 
Attorney-Oeneral  of  each  Province  to  see  that 
the  laws  are  enforced,  both  Federal  and  Provin- 
cial, and  to  do  so  with  the  utmost  Impartiality. 
Where  he  evades  any  part  of  the  weight  of  his 
commitment  he  Is  not  true  to  his  office.  There 
are  times,  however,  when  he  must  be  in  some 
doubt,  and  an  illustration  Is  afforded  by  the  state- 
ment of  the  Attorney-Oeneral  of  Ontario  who 
confesses  that  he  does  not  understand  the  sec- 
tion of  the  Criminal  Code  relating  to  "gaming 
houses.''  It  Is  so  ambiguously  worded  that  there 
Is  undoubted  difficulty  In  enforcement.  There 
has.  for  a  long  time,  been  complaint  about  the 
character  of  legal  phraseology  and  a  desire  that 
It  should  be  made  more  specific  and  not  so  long- 
winded.  How  necessary  clarification  Is  can  be 
gathered  from  the  following  sentence,  containing 
168  words  and  dealing  with  "gaming  houses" 
under  the  Criminal  Code: 

"In  any  prosecution  under  8ectlon  229,  any  au- 
tomatic or  slot  machine  used  or  Intended  to  be 
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The  streets  of  the  goldbeaters,  the 
tent  and  rug-makers,  the  goat- 
flesh  vendors,  the  cobblers;  merch- 
ants In  cotton  goods,  fabrics,  and 
precious  stones;  the  stalls  of  the 
fruit  vendors,  hand -looms,  and 
cutlery;  the  wares  of  Damascus, 
Cairo  and  Aden,  are  spread  out 
before  you  In  shallow,  archer}  caves, 
chipped  by  hand  from  the  rock. 
Gesticulating  wheedling,  and 
bargalulng,  cross-legged  In  the 
recessed  caves  sit  the  merchants 
of  the  old  city,  looking  like  an 
animated  page  from  the  Book  of 
the  Ages  brought  back  to  life  lor 
a  day.  So,  by  degrees,  and  richer 
in  memories  If  lighter  In  pocket, 
you  may  filter  down  through  the 
bazaars,  and  out  again  into  the 
blinding  sunlight,  where  the  great 
square  of  Solomon  spreads  out 
before  you,  with  its  superimposed 
Dome  in  the  Rock.

INFLAMMATORY  PROPAGANDA 

Sir,— On  October  7  you  published 
a  letter  headed  "Inflammatory 
Propaganda,"  relating  to  an  Ameri- 
can magazine  called  Ken.  The  let- 
ter was  signed  by  H.  Glynn  Ward, 
Sidney.  The  writer  was  very 
strongly  condemnatory  of  the  ma- 
licious nature  of  this  publication, 
and  I  was  sufficiently  Interested  to 
make  further  inquiries  about  it.  As 
a  result  the  matter  of  this  and 
similar  organs  of  American  Com- 
munistic propaganda  came  before 
the  annual  conference  of  the  South 
Island  Board  of  Women's  Institutes 
held  in  Victoria  two  weeks  ago.  as 
being  one  way  in  which  the  insti- 
tutes In  combination  with  other 
women's  organizations  could  use 
their  Influence  towards  the  suppres- 
sion of  such  undesirable  alien  lit- 
erature. I  use  the  word  "alien"  in 
the  sense  of  evil  desires  to  harm 
both  the  policies  and  morals  of  the 


structlon.  "There  Is  some  such 
course  decided  upon  by  Mr.  C."

•'There  are  Instances  of  those  who 
are  unable  to  learn  to  drive." 
(Some  people  cannot  learn  to 
drive. ).  "Why  there  are  discrepan- 
cies—is  ascribed — ."

bulk,  as  it  were,  are  saved  from 
frequent  appeals  to  their  gener- 
osity."

Sec  tion  Declarer  Its  Readiness  to  Oppose  by  Force 
Any  Colonial  Deal  That  Would  Transfer 
Territory — Germans  Renew  Pledge 

WINDHOEK,  Southwest  Africa.  Oct.  27  (CP-Reuter's). 
— A  wide  section  of  the  population  of  Southwest  Africa, 
including  both  English  and  Afrikaans,  is  believed  deter- 
mined to  resist  any  move  that  might  be  made  to  return  the  ter- 
ritory to  Germany. 


Canvass  of  opinion  amongst 
South  Africans  Indicates  this  section 
Ls  ready  to  oppose  by  force  any  such 
<  colonial  "deal." 

It  ls  recalled  that  spokesmen  of 
the  Union  of  South  Africa  Govern- 
ment have  made  repeated  state- 
ments that  the  future  of  the  terri- 
tory ls  Inalienably  bound  with  the 
Union.  Oswald  Plrow,  South  African 
Defence  Minister,  has  declared  the 
Union  would  fight  for  Southwest 
Africa.  If  necessary. 

Southwest  Africa  ls  administered 
by  the  Union  under  a  League  of 
Nations  mandate. 

OPPOSING  TRANSFIK 

Opponents  of  transfer  of  the  ter- 
ritory to  Germany  feel  that  eco- 
nomically and  strategically  South- 
west Africa  Ls  bound  up  with  the 
Union  of  South  Africa.  It  ls  real- 
ized that,  unlike  Czechoslovakia. 
South  Africa  would  not  have  to  face 
demands  from  Germany,  backed  up 
by  force  of  arms  on  its  boundaries. 

But  the  anti-German  section  ls 
uneasy  at  the  possibility  of  Ger- 
many applying  pressure  in  the  form 
of  an  economic  boycott  to  persuade 
South  Africa  to  give  up  the  terri- 
tory. 

Inquiries    indicate    many  South 
Africans    would    leave  Southwest 
|  Africa  if  It  actually  was  turned  over 
|  to  Germany.  They  believe  Germany 
wants   the   territory   merely   as  a 
stepping-stone  towards  Germaniza- 
|tion  of  the  whole  Union. 

It  is  estimated  that  40  per  cent  of 
[the  German-speaking  South  Afri- 
cans  are   opposed   to   transfer  of 
Southwest  Africa  to  the  Reich.  Most 
I  of  them  are  naturalized  British  sub- 
jects, either  automatically  or  by  ap- 
I  plication. 

The  remaining  60  per  cent  of  the 
lOermans  are  mostly  unnaturalized, 
and  comprise  chiefly  recent  immi- 
grants and  the  younger  generation.

A  pledge  to  strive  for  return  of  Ger- 
many's colonies  was  read  at  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Berlin  branch  of  the 
Reich  Colonial  League  while  the  en- 
tire audience  remained  standing. 

The  pledge,  composed  by  General 
Franz  von  Epp.  head  of  the  Colonial 
League,  follows: 

We  promise  the  Fuehrer  to  use 
the  same  energy  as  displayed  by 
our  historical  forerunners  to  regain 
the  colonial  possessions  which  they 
acquired  In  order  that  our  humili- 
ation may  be  removed." 

The  audience  included  uniformed 
officers  of  the  armed  forces  and  vet- 
erans of  Oerman  colonial  wars.  The 
picturesque  uniforms  of  the  veter- 
ans added  a  colorful  touch  to  the 
meeting,  held  on  the  eve  of  Von 
Epp's  seventieth  birthday.

In  continuing  the  Injunction  to- 
day, Mr.  Justice  Manson  said  he 
hoped  to  have  reached  by  Monday 
or  Tuesday  of  next  week  a  decision 
on  whether  the  legality  of  the  Brit 
lsh  Columbia  Coal  and  Petroleum 
Products  Control  Board  Act  should 
be  laid  before  the  courts. 

"I  shall  dispose  of  this  matter  as 
quickly  as  possible,"  Mr.  Justice 
Manson  said,  "and  I  say  to  the 
Attorney-General  that  if  I  decide 
that  the  Injunction  should  be  con 
tlnued,  I  will  make  every  effort  to 
have -it  brought  to  trial  as  speedily 
as  possible." 

GOVERNMENTS  CASE 
After  Senator  J.  W.  de  B.  Farrls, 
counsel  for  the  oil  companies,  com 
pTeted  his  argument  today,  Attor 
ney-General    Wlsmer    stated  the 
Government  s  case. 

In  reply  to  the  Senator's  claim 
the  Fuel  Control  Act  was  ultra  vires 
of  the  Provincial  Legislature  be- 
cause It  Interfered  with  trade  and 
commerce,  a  Dominion  responsibil- 
ity. Mr.  Wlsmer  said  the  act  did  not 
affect  business  outside  the  province 
directly. 

"The  Fuel  Act  only  sets  the  prices 
for  the  product  within  the  bound- 
aries of  the  province."  he  said. 
"Oranted  operation  of  the  act  may 
have  an  Indirect  effect  on  business 
outside  the  province,  but  the  law 
ln  such  cases  ls  that  the  Incidental 
effect  should  be  ignored." 

The  Attorney -General  drew  t 
parallel  between  the  Fuel  Act  under 
consideration  and  the  British  Co- 
lumbia Natural  Products  Marketing 
Act  recently  declared  Intra  vires  of 
the  Provincial  Legislature  by  the 
Privy  Councils  Judicial  committee 

This  act  i*  the  same  type  .of 
thing. \  Mr.  Wlsmer  told  the  court. 
'  I  submit  this  case  comes  within 
the  four  comers  of  the  Marketing 
Act.  It  deals  only  with  matters 
within  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Prov- 
ince." 

BOARD'S  AUTHORITY 

Both  the  Fuel  Act  and  the  Mar- 
keting Act  give  boards,  appointed 
under  the  act.  authority  to  fix  the 
price  or  goods  sold  within 

lnce. 


"Besides,  we  obviously  haven't 
implemented  the  report.  It  recom- 
mended an  18-cent  price  for  gaso- 
line, and  the  Fuel  Commission  has 
set  a  24-cent  price  basis. 

"8enator  Farrls  can  cite  no  previ- 
ous case  where  a  report  has  been 
considered  ln  connection  with  legis- 
lation, as  he  Is  trying  to  do  here." 

Senator  FarrLs  countered.  "No 
Government  has  ever  tried  to  do 
anything  like  this  before." 

The  court,  crowded  with  lawyers 
and  representatives  of  the  oil  In- 
dustry, chuckled,  and  Mr.  Manson 
smiled:  "I  was  ready  for  that  one. 
I  saw  It  coming." 

"Yes.  but  the  oil  monopoly  Isn't 
going  to  get  Its  own  way  any  more." 
Wlsmer  retorted. 

The  Attorney-General  said  It  was 
to  augge&t  that  the 
Legislature  could  not  go  to  a  docu- 
ment, pick  up  some  facts  and  legis- 
late on  them,  leaving  ultra  vires 
sections  of  the  document  strictly 
alone. 

"But  there  ls  an  almost  irrebutta- 
ble inference  that  ..the  MacDonald 
Commission  was  set  up  to  guide  the 
Legislature  in  drawing  up  Its  legis- 
lation." Mr.  Justice  Manson  com- 
mented. 

"That  I*  not  necessarily  true,  but 
the  logical  Inference  Is  that  the  re- 
port was  used." 

Mr.  Wlsmer  said  no  evidence  had 
been  cited  giving  any  proof  that  that 
contention  was  correct.  He  told 
Senator  Farrls  he  could  check  any 
paragraph  of  the  act  and  not  find 
one  that  suggested  anything  outside 
the  Jurisdiction  of  the  province.

British  Columbia's  sea  fisheries' 
catch  in  August  of  this  year  fell  be- 
low last  year  s  level,  but  the  landed 
value  of  the  fish  and  shellfish  en- 
tering into  the  catch  showed  an  in- 
crease. Two  or  three  factors  ex- 
plain, in  the  main,  the  seeming 
anomalies  In  the  statements  as  to 
catch  and  landed  value  For  the 
most  part,  the  drop  In  British  Co- 
lumbia catch  total  for  the  month 
was  due  to  reduction  In  the  landing 
of  pilchards,  but  pilchards  are  cheap 
fish,  and  the  decrease  in  landed 
value  brought  about  by  the  decrease 
in  pilchard  fares  was  offset,  with  a 
good  deal  to  spare,  when  there  was 
an  Increase  tn  the  catch  of  Pacific 
salmon,  a  higher-priced  flsh. 

British  Columbia*  landings  for 
August  totaled  855,000  hundred- 
weights, or  about  40.400  hundred- 
weights less  than  the  catch  taken 
In  August,  1937.  Landed  value,  how- 
ever, amounted  to  $2,474,000,  roundly 
stated,  an  increase  of  about  $187,100. 
The  largest  catches  were  made  by 
the  pilchard  and  salmon  fishermen, 
with  the  pilchard  seiners  landing 
over  258.200  hundredweights,  and 
the  salmon  catch  reaching  nearly  to 
577.000  hundredweights  Salmon 
landed  value  was  slightly  less  than 
$2,249,000.  a  gain  of  $220,000  over 
1937.  while  pilchard  landed  value 
was  $111,300.   a   decrease  of

eminent  We  want  to  sec  more  plan- 
ning. In  this  province  we  must  get 
away  from  Impractical  schemes  that 
have  cost  us  millions  of  dollars 
without  any  result;  from  experiment 
after  experiment  that  end  In 
nothing  Let  the  people  know  what 
government  Is  going  to  do,  there 
should  be  no  secret  about  it;  and 
proceed  as  business  would  proceed, 
in  an  orderly  manner. 

"The  day  Is  long  past  when  we 
will  pass  legislation  in  haste,  that 
ends  in  chaos.  When  business  does 
not  know  what  may  happen  tomor- 
row, business  is  afraid.  Stability  in 
government,  stability  in  finance, 
.stability  in  land  policies;  give  us 
those,  and  nothing  can  stop  us  from 
going  forward  in  this  province. 
What  if  we  do  have  to  sit  here  In 
this  House  two  weeks  or  so  longer. 
It  Is  idle  to  pa.ss  laws  In  a  hurry, 
and  then  to  inquire  afterwards  what 
they  may  mean.  Let  us  take  our 
time,  and  do  the  Job  properly.  That 
Is  what  we  are  paid  for,  and  I  must 
say  we  get  enough  for  It."  Mr  Malt- 
land  declared. 

Turning  again  to  agriculture,  the 
Leader  of  the  Opposition  said  that 
bringing  conntentment  and  security 
to  those  on  the  land  meant  mofe 
"than  sendlnng  $50,000  to  San  Fran- 
cLsco  for  a  world's  fair."  British 
Columbia  fairs  could  be  encouraged 
with  the  money,  and  the  standard 
of  agriculture  raised  throughout  the 
province.  With  improved  products, 
marketing  would  be  less  of  a  prob- 
lem than  it  now  was. 

EXCHANGE  ON  FLOOR 

Co-operative  associations  should 
be  encouraged.  When  a  complaint 
was  made  of  unfair  dealing  with 
agricultural  products  It  should  be 
inn  vest  igatcd  immediately,  without 
waiting  for  the  reaction  of  whole- 
sale row,  or  fearing  possible  em- 
barrassment to  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, he  continued,  in  reference  to 
the  retarded  fruit  Inquiry,  now  pro- 
ceeding Population  had  lnncreased. 
revenues  had  increased,  but  agri- 
culture had  gone  back;  from  products 
worth  $62,000,000  in  1929,  to  $50.- 
000,000  in  1937,  accepting  provincial 
figures. 

Hon.    John    Hart  — "How  about 

1933?" 

Mr.  Maltland— "I  am  coming  to 
that.  In  1933.  when  the  Conserv- 
atives were  in  power,  our  revenues 
\w  re  down  to  $19,000,000.  and  I  will 
tell  the  honorable  gentleman  now 
that  we  did  better  with  $19,000,000 
than  he  Ls  doing  with  $31,000,000  at 
the  present  time.  We  are  not  afraid 
of  1933,  and  we  will  have  an  answer 
for  every-  bit1  of  It  f 

Applause  from  Conservative 
benches  cut  short  the  only  exchange 
of  the  period. 

Resuming,  Mr.  Maltland  declared 
the  Administration  had  boasted  of 
revenues  of  $31,000,000  in  the  fiscal 
year  closed,  while  on  September  12 
last  the  Government  had  announced 
that  15.000  blocks  of  land  were  to 
be  put  on  the  auction  block  for  non- 
payment of  taxes.  That  was  progress 
in  the  reverse  direction,  he  stated. 

The  province  had  remained  silent 
on  Empire  agreements  vital  to  the 
welfare  of  British  Columbia.  Not  a 
hand  had  been  raised  to  preserve 
protection  against  dumping.  We- 
natchee  apples  and  potatoes  were  to 
be  found  piled  in  the  warehouses, 
in  competition  with  the  products  of 
this  province. 

•  If  we  can  t  be  loyal  to  British 
Columbia,  we  had  much  better  step 
out  of  the  picture."  he  declared. 
ROAD  COMMISSION 

Developing  swiftly  other  planks 
In  his  programme,  Mr  Maltland 
said  Conservatives  stood  for  a  vig- 
orous highway  construction  pro- 
gramme on  a  deflnlt*  plan.  Roads 
were  the  biggest  practical  business 
of  the  province,  and  people  would 
support  a  generous  road  pro- 
gramme if  they  had  faith  In  its 
execution.  Conservatives  sponsored 
a  highway  commission,  and  a  real 
one.  along  non-parUsan  lines. 

The  Trana-Canada  Highway 
should  be  completed  as  a  national 
undertaking,  if  possible;  and  north- 
ern and  southern  trans-provincial 
routea  put  through.  Vancouver  Is- 
land would  be  the  greatest  tourist 
asset  in  Canada,  once  K  had  been 
made  accesalbU.  Road  plans  should 
be  open,  tenders  publicly  called  and 
advertised,  and  haphazard  road 
progress  eliminated. 

Rellr:  of  unemployment  would 
have  to  be  recognized  as  a  persist- 
ent fact,  he  continued.  Panics  of 
1901,  1907  and  1919  had  passed,  but 
that  of  1929  had  continued.  No  ade- 
quate solution  had  been  found  in 
any.  country  for  unemployment .  but 
relief  in  its  present  form  was  de- 
moralizing and  wasteful.  No  coun- 
try would  now  recede  from  the  posi- 
tion that  willing,  jobless  men  must 


be  eared  for;  the  only 
being  how  best  to  do  that.

By  agreement 
could  bridge  a 

ance  possible;  not  as  a  solution,  but 
as  a  help.  Then,  gainful  occupa- 
tion should  be  substituted  for  relief. 
Of  $58,000,000  spent  on  relief  in  this 
province,  the  Province  itself  had 
found  $30,000,000.  What  return  had 
It  secured  for  the  money,  either  In 
result  or  in  satisfaction  to  men  so 
assisted,  he  asked.  Future  outlays 
should  be  spent  on  giving  gainful 
employment  In  useful  works.  Brit- 
ish Columbia  had  borrowed  heavily 
for  relief  purposes,  and  could  >t 
long  continue  that  course,  he  de- 
clared. 

Efforts  to  train  and  assist  youth 
would  have  to  be  made  deeper  and 
wider,  beyond  the  scattered  few 
hundreds  of  young  men  assisted  so 
far  There  was  no  greater  human 
tragedy  than  for  a  boy  to  leave 
school  only  to  go  upon  relief.  Other 
means,  other  methods  would  have 
to  be  found. 

MUNICIPALITIES 

The  plight  of  the  municipalities 
remained  unclianged,  In  spite  of  the 
"highest  revenues  in  history,"  Mr. 
Maltland  continued.  British  Colum- 
bia municipalities  were  in  the  same 
[xssltlon  as  they  had  been  when 
provincial  revenues  had  been  only 
$19,000,000  in  place  of  $31,000,000.  If 
even  that  well  off.  Year  by  year 
the  revenues  had  gone  higher,  but 
the  municipalities  w^e  given  ex- 
cuses as  to  wlvy  nothing  could  oe 
done.  This  year  It  had  been  the 
Rowell  Commission,  and  the  neces- 
sity for  adjustment  of  provincial 
relations.  Meanwhile,  municipal- 
ities were  getting  Into  a  worse  posi- 
tion each  year,  with  tax  arrears  and 
land  reversions  piling  up. 

"I  suggest  today  that  the* 
grants  be  given  back,  and  that 
steps  be  taken  to  bring  about  a 
satisfactory  readjustment  as  be- 
tween the  Province  and  its  munic- 
ipalities. This  ls  another  case  of 
where  faith  has  been  lost  in  gov- 
ernment, and  the  time  is  long  past 
for  that  readjustment,"  Mr.  Malt- 
land declared. 

CO  CRTS  DENIED 

"I  must  decry,  too,  the  growing 
tendency  to  deny  access  to  the 
courts.  It  is  a  new  despotism  that 
takes  'power  away  from  the  courts 
and  gives  it  to  a  Government,  or  to 
boards  under  their  control.  That 
kind  of  thing  may  lead  to  Tam- 
many methods.  It  is  against  de- 
mocracy. In  times  past  the  doors 
of  the  courts  were  always  open. 
Courts  were  and  are  above  sus- 
picion. People  could  always  go 
there;  and  win,  lose  or  draw,  they 
knew  they  would  have  a  fair  deal 
I  am  against,  and  strongly  against, 
that  type  of  legislation  which  seeks 
to  curtail  the  privilege.  I  want  to 
see  It  go.  j 

"These  things  stand  in  the  way, 
and  retard  our  development.  They 
deny  confidence,  and  are  breaking 
down  the  faith  of  our  people  In  the 
top,  the  point  from  which  leader- 
ship should  and  must  come."  Mr 
Maitland  declared,  in  conclusion.  A 
prolonged  ovation  followed,  gen- 
erously Joined  by  benches  on  the 
Government  side. 

L  A.  SHEPHERD.  M.P.P. 
Following  with  a  brief  but 
thoughtful  speech  at  the  end  of  the 
day,  Leonard  A.  Shepherd  (CCJ?, 
Delta*  dealt  with  agrarian  dilem- 
mas in  the  Fraser  Valley  where,  he 
said,  surplus  production,  lack  at 
markets,  high  municipal  taxes,  and 
impecunious  scales  for  those  on  re- 
lief had  created  unusual  problem,. 

Farmers  getting  their  living  off 
the  land  required  fifty  cans  of  milk 
to  pay  taxes  eight  cans  had  settled 
previously.  Government  unloading 
of  welfare  cases  on  the  municipal- 
ities had  complicated  these  prob- 
lems, and  placed  many  farmers  In 
difficult  circumstances. 

Immigration  and  land  settlement 
would  prove  idle  remedies  in  the 
face  of  this  condition,  he  believed, 
when  Canadian  settlers  coming 
from  the  Prairies  had  met  with  In- 
different success,  and  many  had 
had  to  be  returned.  Mr.  Shepherd 
closed  with  a  careful  review  of  local 
Issues  In  his  riding.

As  you  look  at  the  different  type* 
of  individuals  you  can  see  on  the 
bathuig  beach  you  can  readily  un- 
derstand why  it  is  difficult  to  get 
out  a  weight  table  to  suit  each 
height.  There  is  the  slender  type- 
greyhound— Who  should  not  weigh  as 
much  tor  his  or  her  height  as  one 
of  the  stocky  or  bulldog  type. 
Further  there  is  olten  a  difference 
of  inches  In  the  length  ol  one  body 
or  trunk  a.s  compared  with  another 
individual  of  the  same  height.  We 
have  all  noticed  how  two  individuals 
sitting  down  will  apparently  be  the 
same  height,  but  standing  there  will 
be  three  or  four  inches  difference 
due  to  the  difference  in  the  length 
of  the  leg*.  From  the  standpoint  ol 
weight  then  it  is  foolish  for  the  very 
slender  individual  to  try  to  increase 
his  weight  to  the  height  and 
weight  tables  of  normal  individuals 
or  for  the  stocky  type  to  try  to  re- 
duce to  the  weight  for  his  height  as 
shown  by  the  height-weight  table. 

There  is  another  point,  however, 
that  is  often  forgotten  and  tliat  is 
that  aside  from  the  weight  the  kind 
of  food  eaten  by  one  type  or  build 
ol  individual  may  not  be  suitable  lor 
another  type,  not  only  because  oi 
the  differences  In  the  build,  but  be- 
cause of  the  structure  of  the  diges- 
tive organs  and  also  becau.se  of  the 


differences  in  the  glands,  the  type  —"P*     Tnev   *h°uld    « » t 


of  work  done  and  other  considera- 
tions. There  are  two  points  of  dif- 
ference between  the  slender  and  the 
stocky  type  that  sliould  be  consid- 
ered In  making  out  a  diet  suitable 
for  each  type.  These  are  the  differ- 
ences In  the  shapes  of  the  body  and 
the  differences  In  the  handling  ol 
the  food,  and  also  the  differences  hi 
their  environment. 

In  speaking  of  the  diets  suitable 
for  each  of  these  classes.  Bogert  and 
Porter  In  their  book,  "Dietetics  Sim- 
plified." state.  "It  is  only  common 
sense  to  learn  how  to  adapt  one  s 
diet  to  one's  special  physique  t^hape 
of  body  1  and  living  conditions." 

The  slender  type  of  Individual  with 
narrow  shoulders,  cheat,  hips  and 
small  waist  has  a  digestive  tract  that 
is  shorter  than  those  of  the  normal 
or  stocky  type  so  that  all  the  diges- 
tible food  may  not  be  digested  bet  ore 
it  enters  the  large  Intestine.  These 
slender  Individuals  are  always  high 
strung  and  tense,  ambitious  and  ac- 
tive. And  with  this  nervous  condi- 
tion is  found  usually  an  over-active 
gland  system  which  burns  up  fat  in- 
stead of  storing  it  on  the  body.  Also 


it  takes  more  fuel  or  food  to  keep 
their  bodies  wann  as  they  have  little 
or  no  layer  of  fat  under  the  skin. 

For  the  above  reasons  these  slen- 
der individuals  really  need  an  extra 
amount  of  food,  and  It  should  be 
rich  food  so  that  more  can  be  di- 
gested In  the  shorter  time  due  to  the* 
shortness  of  the  small  IntttllH,  It 
should  not  be  harsh  food  as  this 
causes  spasms  of  tlve  lower  bowel — 
spastic  constipation  and  diarrhoea. 

Tbe  stocky  type  have  extra  long 
intestines  and  so  get  more  nourish- 
ment from  their  food  because  the 
food  stays  longer  to  be  absorbed  into 
the  blood.  With  the  layer  of  fat 
under  the  skin  there  is  less  lot>s  of 
heat  from  the  body. 

The  diet  then  for  the  slender, 
nervous  individual  should  consist  of 
rich  concentrated  foods:  butter, 
cream,  bread,  cereals,  potatoes  and 
other  starchy  vegetables,  eggs, 
cheese,  milk,  cream  soups,  nutritious 
desserts.  Only  small  amounts  of 
harsh  fibred  fruit5  and  vegetables 
and  bulky  vegetables  —  cabbage, 
cauliflower,  onions— should  be  eaten. 
A  moderate  or  medium  amount  of 
sweets  and  meats  should  be  eaten. 

The  stocky  type  sliould  eat  plenty 
of  bulky  fruits  and  vegetables.  Juicy 
fresh   Iruits,   beverages   and  clear 

small 


amounts  of  the  highly  aoncentrated 
foods  —  fats  —  butter,  cream,  fat 
meats.  e«K  yolks;  small  amounts 
also  of  the  starch  foods — potatoes, 
bread,  sugar;  moderate  amount  of 
meat  and  eggs. 

What  about  the  average  Individual 
whose  shape  or  physique  is  neither 
thin  nor  fat?  What  sliould  he  eat? 
All  that  is  necessary  wllh  the  av- 
erage individual  is  to  eat  plenty  of 
fruits  and  vegetables  of  all  kinds; 
milk,  cheese  and  eggs,  because  these 
supply  tlie  minerals,  vitamins,  and 
the  protective  foods.  He  should  auto 
eat  a  moderate  or  medium  amount 
of  fatty  foods,  starchy  foods,  meats 
and  sweets. 

It  should  not  be  a  hard  matter  for 
us  to  take  a  good  look  at  ourselves, 
put  ourselves  into  the  class  to  which 
we  belong,  and  eat  accordingly.

Oenerally  speaking,  physicians, 
when  there  Is  pain  in  the  stomach, 
have  In  mind  always  the  possibility 
of  cancer  In  patient*  past  forty 
years  of  age  and  ulcer  In  patients 
under  forty.  He  keens  in  mind  the 
fast  that  mo«-t  pains  In  the  stomach 
are  due  to  liver  and  gall  bladder 
conditions. 

There  are  a  great  many  young 
adults,  especially  the  nervous  and 
emotional  type,  who  fear  that  If 
their  stomach  pain  or  distress  la 
not  cancer  It  must  be  ulcer,  yet  their 
very  nervousness  of  their  emotional 
upsetments  can  cHuse  disturbances 
of  the  stomach  and  Intestine. 

Fortunately  an  examination  by 
the  X-ray  is  of  great  help  In  finding 
out  the  cause  of  the  symptom*. 

There  are  certain    points  about 
ulcer  of  the  stomach  and  of  the  first  I 
few  Inches  of  the  small  Intestine  I 
'duodenum.  Into  which  the  stomach 
emptiest  which  stand  out  so  clearly 
that  they  are  considered  to  be  prac-  . 
tlcally  proof  of  uloer.

'The  indigestion  of  itomach  and 
duodenal  ulcer  Is  a  chronic  condi- 
tion, characterized  by  four  outstand- 
ing features: 

"I.  It  Is  tolerated  without  great 
distress.  That  Is,  patient*  can  usu- 
ally bear  the  pain  or  distress,  but 
are  always  aware  of  it. 

"2.  The  pain  or  distresi  always 
bears  a  relationship  to  the  eating 
of  food,  as  it  comes  on  from  two 
and  one-half  to  three  and  one-half 
hours  after  eating. 

"3.  It  la  cyclic  In  character,  com- 
ing on  day  after  day  at  the  same 
period  after  meals. 

"4.  Tills  pain,  occurring  every  day 
and  at  the  same  time  after  meal?, 
is  present  In  the  history  of  most 
patients.  - 

"This  regularity  and  cyclic  oc- 
currence <two  and  one^half  to  three 
and  one-half  hours  after  meals)  of 
the  symptoms  In  ulcer  make  It  easy 
for  the  physician  to  tell  what  la 
wrong  with  the  patient , before  even 
the  X-ray  examination  or  the  ex- 
amination of  the  test  meal  Is  made. 
Sometimes  ulc/-rs  heal  of  themselves 
and  the  sear  formed  when  the  ulcer 
heals  may  almost  close  the  passage 
from  the  stomach  to  the  small  In- 
testine. This  would,  of  course,  cause 
other  symptoms  besides  the  four 
above  mentioned  "
